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DISASTROUS FLOODS 
Belgrade, July 10 (TANJUG) 


The disastrous floods which inundated Serbia 
proper, Bosnia, Vojvodina, Slavonia and Baranja thie spring 
are leaving havoc behind. According to incomplete data, the 
elements have caused direct damage amounting to 216 milliara 
dinars in these regions, inundating over 300,000 hectarres of 
fertile land in various parts of Yugoslavia. Over ten 
thousand buildings are roof-deep in water, over five thousand 
of which are destroyed, and many damaged. About fifty 
thousand people have been evacuated. 


This figure does not include the value of destroyed 
furniture and other things, nor hae the damage been estimated 
which will emerge owing to the standstill in the work of 
economic organizations and private shops. Besides this, the 
danger from the floods has not passed and the element daily 
destroys fresh value. 


In Vojvodina, the granary of Yugoslavia, half a million 
Hectares of land and fifty odd villages and towns with 530,000 
inhabitants are being defended from flooding. Thousands of 
People and troops have already three months been defending 
and reinforcing thirteen hundred kilometers of embankments. 
So far, they have built onto the embankments about a million 
eubie meters of earth and over twe and a half million sandbags 
and sacks of earth. But, notwithstanding the efforts of the 
defenders, the Danube last month broke through the embankments 
at several points, inundating almost fifty thousand hectares of 
jand. Pour thousand four hundred houses have been engulfed, 
eight hundred of which are already destroyed and 27,00 
damaged. Many houses might also be destroyed when the water 
begins to recede. Owing to this from Apatin, Backa Palanke, @ 
Tok, Bogojevo, Begec, Vajska and from other towns about 
twnety-Zive thousand people have had to be moved. Severe damage 
has been caused by floodwaters to Vojvodina*s agriculture. 





In Slavonia and Baranja, which are separated from 
Vojvodina by the Danube, the damage, which is not yet 
definitively assessed, has been put at about fifty-two 
millerd dinars. 


Fifty thousand hectares of land is now inundated, 
much of which was sown to wheat, maize and to other crops. 


Of about seven thousand flooded family buildings 
in this region, over three thousand have been destroyed. 


Towards the end of June the floodwaters destroyed the 
famous "Kokingrad" poultry farm,when some 240,000 chickens 
perished. The water did not spare the famous "Kosutnjak" 





game preserve of the "Belje" farm, when almost five thousand 
head of game, chiefly deer, drowned. 








In Vukovar, a town of some thirty thousand, it is 
possible to go about the streets only by treading pontoon 
bridges or by boat. In addition to dwellings, shops have 
mostly been destroyed. Owing to this, it will be necessary 
to build prefab shops in the shortest time. 


At the beginning of May, the Velika, Zapadna and 
Juzna Morava Rivers and their tributaries left devastation 
in Serbia in a matter of several days. In ten-odd days about 
160,000 hectares of land, seventy thousand of which to wheat, 
sixty thousand to maize, twnety-five thousand to vegetables 
and other crops were flooded. 


The torrential rivers carried away 530 dwelling 
houses and damaged nine thousand. Many families which had 

to be moved are now living in tents. During these flooda, 
some factories and other terprises, the "Over Banja" and e 
“Med juvranje" hydro-electric power plants, several dozen 
bridges, roads, railways, water works, sewerage and other 
facilities were severely damaged. 


These floode have caused damage of sixtyone milliard 
dinars. 


The right tributaries of the river Sava in a 
thrice brought largescale destruction to Bosnia. In only 
thirty minutes the towmsof Doboj and Olovo lay in water 
three to four meters deep. The element also engulfed seven- 
teen other localities in Bosnia. 





Of the forty-five thousand hectares of inundated 
land, thirty-six thousand was crops. They are now a morass. 
Numerous buildings, some industrial installations, mines, 
forest worksites. etc., have been damaged or destroyed, 
railways and roads have also been damaged at many points. @ 








The damage suffered is estimated at twenty-one 
milliard dinars. 


Besides all this, it is necessary to have in mind 
that this year's floods have followed in the footsteps of the 
disastrous flooding of Zagreb, six months earlier and of 

other parts of Croatia and Slovenia in October. ‘The severe 
consequences of which are still present. During these floods, 
the Sava and its tribu taries caused Zagreb and Croatia 

damage of about 143 milliard dinars, Slovenia about thirteen 
milliarde. 


When all is told, the damage from floods which have 
hit Yugoslavig during the past ten months, come to the pro- 
digious figure of over 37o milliard dinars. When estimates 
of the entire damaged caused to Vojvodina and Slavonia, which 
are now being made, are completed, the figure will certainly be 
by far, greatery 





AID PROM FOREIGN COUNTRIES 
Belgrade, July 10 (TANJUG) 


Aid from foreign countries in money and goods 
valued at 265,000,000 diners, it was announced in the Central 
Board of the Yugoslav Red Cross Society, has so far arrived 
through this organisation for the flood-stricken population. 


The aid has been sent by Red Cross national 
organizations from Swien, Austria, Prance, the Netherlands, 
Switzerland, Canada, Norway, Belgium, Finland, Great Britain 
Denmark and the United States. Consignments sent as aid by 
the World Council of Churches and the Lutheran World 
Federation, as well as the CARE organization and the association 
of Swedish Women, have also been received. 


All consignments of aid received so far which con- 
tain food, blankers, clothing, vitamines and money orders, 
have already been sent to the flooded areas, where Red Cross 
communal committees are distributing them to the stricken 
population. 


The Central Board has been informed that the 
Norwegian Red Cross Society will shortly send a waggon-load 
ef rubber boots as its second consignment of aid. Aid is 
also expected from the Red Cross Society of the German 
Democratic Republic and from India, which have announced they 
will send blankets and vitamines. 


It was also announced that representative of the 
World Council of Churches, Mr.Herald hans land, has informed 
the Central Board that the British Council of Churches pre- 
sented 10,000 dollers as aid to the stricken population in @e 
towns near the Danube, The representative of the World 
Council of Churches through whom the aid was sent, stated 
that this was in addition to the aid given by the Lutheran 
World Federation in the same amount to the population whose 
houses were destroyed by the flood, Mr.lend also informed 
that the Danish Church aid organisation will send nine tons 
of tinned meat by air next week.

Beyrouth - January - Correspondent'= letter - At the eve of the 
Arab League PMs first conference - the first forum to eliminate 
concrete difficulties on the road of carrying out the decisions 
of the Arab summit conferences - disatisfaction was marked tm by 
the Lebanon public opinion becaus?*some critical writings by the 
Cairo press on account of the Ueni government. Altough both in 
Cairo and Beyrut official measures were undertaken to quiet down 
these polemics, the echos are still found on the pages of Lebanese 
papers and can be heard in many political talke which the ve 
heterogenous Beyrut scene offers the observer. 

Delay on the Jordan and question 
of responsability 

‘The two major groupe of tasks which carrying out had to be summed 
up by the PMe conference concern the hydrotechnical works on the 
Jordan and the cation and strengthening of the Palestine libera- 
t4on organization, Tho a= first group of taake became the subject 
of polemics. 
If one considers the resolutions of the Cairo and Alexandria 
summit meetings, it may be seen that the worke which the Arab 
Leaders had then forseen do not develop according to plans 
that there is a major delay. While on J,rdaniamterritory >, 
Planning and preparations for the beginning of the moat important 
works on the Meheiba dam take place, in Lebanon there umm were 
little concrete things donefor the beginning of work. Draft 
planning is made, but nothing is finished yet, while projects are 
still under diswussion. Furthermore some cohceptions took shape 
which do not promise that the Lebanon - as decided ~ would start 
digging the tunnel, dams and canals which should keep the waters 
of the rivers Hasbani and Dan on Arab territory and stop them of 
flowing into the Lake of Tiberias, from where the Israelis are 
pumping hundereds of thousands of cubic meters of water fot the 
Negee)fEFigation. 
Making 2 point of the delay on the Jordanian affluents, the Cairo 
press put the question of responsability for it. In this 
connection "Al Ahram" of January &th wrote that the Lebanese 
attitude will be the major question to be discussed at the Pils 
conference which started that very day. “Akbar” was even 
sharper, demanding that the Arab peoples should openly and clearly

be told who is not keeping up to the obligations taken upon and 
slowing down the realisation of vitally important aims of the 
Arab nation in her struggle to keep at least ite own water in 
sufficient quantities , when it had already lost its territories. 
In Beyrut papefs wrote that the Lebenon Embassy in @airo received 

|instructione to protest severly againat these writings, as they 
|are, allegedly, unfounded and contrary to the spirit established 
{ by the Cairo conference’ of January 1964. The protest has been 
accepted and the Bzyptian press afvised not to continue polemics 
of any kind with other drab countries. 

However, the Beyrut prees did not withhold her opinions. There, 
followed a serial of comments, giving the following list of 
conditions and reasons which according to a large part of 
Lebanese opinion, altough not unanimous, have to be teken into 
consideration when spesking of carrying out the country's 
obligations towards the problem of Jordan waters. 

Lebanese arguments and their background 

First of all ~ say some papers as ¢.g. the Beyrut "Orient" - 

the Arab summit resolutions do not clearly enotgh line out the 
volume and character of the Jardan water plans. Zaes Is it 
wanted to eliminate completely the Israel irrigation plans of 
the Negev and the use of the Jordan waters for Israel economy, 
or is an actual division of waters wanted, with a bigger part@ 
the Apgb gountricstnse Pe, Pi reply to this question dependsalso 
the danger/carried slong by the Arab actions with the Jordan waters 
" In order that our measures for keeping water on our territory 
should be legitinate and morally-politically strong also in front 
of the UN - writes "Orient' - they muémean the real use of these 
quantities for our people's welfare, and not only throwing this 
water simply into the sea." And to assure the useful usage of 

this water, the Lebanon needs some more time, in order to finish 
the work in the Litany valley. ( The Hasbani dam has to keep 

the major parts of water on Lebanon territory, while a special 
tunnel whould afterwards take the water to the Litany xatiey 
river, whose bed is being regulated now for several years according 
@ contract with Yugoslav firms.) 

The works near the Israel-Lebanon border, which has, for the last 





three years, been systematically fortified, bring along am serious 
risk of armed operations, requesting full military security 
Measuresx before the beginning of the work, The Lebanese army

is not yet strong enough for this task and, beside other Arab 
countries’ assistance in case of need, it is also fosreen to 
strengthen the Lebanese army , as well as the Syrien and the 
Jordanians armies. x&ku Yor this a fund of £ 15,000.000 is 
forseen, from which however, according to the press, the Lebanon 
did not receive anything except symbolical values, 

It was pointed out also that the lebanon has a parlamentarian— 
party structure, which according to Constitution demands an 
accordingly regular procedure, for which the country must not be 
ertisized, Furtheremore, it was also pointed out that the Lebanon 
paid all its contr&butions to the Arab fund of Jordan waters Se 
as welf*that a bill was introduced for « loan for the Palestine 
liberation organization amounting to Leb. £ 732.000. 

Besied these reasons and affirmations ~- more in talk Rd taRe, 

in Leban: comments - there were also some other sxpitextisnz, 

It is considered, e.g. as a factthat the Lebanon does not feel 
directly endengered by the loss of water causgi by Ierael instal- 
lation of the Lake of Tiberias, and that a more active participation 
at the works planned by the two summit conferences carry along 

the risk of weeker business and tourism with Western countries. 
Thepare the most important clients of Lebanon banks, trade and 
hotels. 

Tt ia also o fact that just tx at the time of the Arab PMs con@ 
rence, the Beyrut press wrote that Lebanese negotiations with the 
Common Market were successfully concluded, and that,probably in 
February, important arrangements will be signed , which will give 

to the small Levantihe republics Common Market facilities. ‘Those 
days the Lebanon government gave a credit of ene million £ for 
research work on the Hasbani dem and tunnel. 

It ie clear that in the phase of concrete measures for the rustiaax 
wtamx carrying out of the Cairo and Alexandria summit decisions, 
some reserves are appearing, and even resistance which is publicly 
shown. This is to be understood, owing to basic differences in the 
social-politich? SeeuePite , as well in the international position 
of various Arab countriesge in this phase the importance of Lebanon 
seems to have grown because of one specific condition: there is 
the possibility that the Israelis might close the let out of the 
Jordan river from Leke Tiberias ( it is on Israeli territory ) in 
the moment when the Rake's level might drop as result of the Meheiba

INTERNAL UNITY ~ IRAK'S FIRST CARE 
Baghdad ~ January - Correspondg$'s letter - In the streets of Basra, Bm 
Baghdad and even the northern Iraki towns and villages of Kurdistan 
upwheeled, the rioting of the so called “iiational Guard" kxusxstopnmt 
ag well aa “justice making” without courts have stopped. The rule 
of fear and pogroms entered the chronicles and memories of this 
country - burdened xy aleeady by sad memories - with the payular 
comment " Never again". 

There is no curfew, no identification by police at every corner, @ 
no shadowing of every foreigner, music can be heard from teashops, 
business breaths again , travelling round the country is free. Sexak 
Irak wante ite internal peace and tries to achieve it and stabilize 
it. However, this ie a very complicated affair. 

Altough everything in the internB@/i#8*he this country - as every- 
where - is very much entangeled, it seems that two main tracks may 
be discerned on which efforts for a more lasting internal unity is 
sought: the first is the political-party relations, the second 

the ethnical rights, particularly the Kurd problem. 

After the November 1963 changes when the progressive nationalists 

of the Iraki Army, headed by president Aref, finished with the 

BAAS reign of fear,the work of all political parties was prohibi¥ed, 
Of course, in the northern part of the country, where the actual 
power was in the hands of Kurds, the prohibition could not be 
carried out, so that the Kurd Democratic Party continued to work 

in the regions in which the centrel authorities" control was weak. 
In spite of legal prohibition, there are signs that the two main 
parties of Irak's political life within recent years - BAAS and 

the communists - continued elso in the new con#itions to convene, 

of course in more limited numbers and consipratively. Here and 
there some pamphlets are distributed, a sign that some groups are 
working illegally and wish to influence the masses. 

The leaders of the November 1965 coup started in 1964 an action 

for the establishment of an Arab Socialist Union in Irak, based 

on conceptions similar to those of the Bsyptian ASU. Planned as 

a united mass political organisation of the whole Iraki nation, 
gathered round the aims and programmes of social - economic 
progress, with nationalist foundations, this organisetion should 
fill the gaps left in the country's life by the uncomfortable 

near past and one of its consequences — prohibition of perty life, 








toes ~2- 
In May 1964 the first convention of the Iraki ASU took place, r 
gathering representatives of all categories of the population from 
all over the country. The Kurd autonomists did not participate. 
The convention adopted a National Charter, very near to the document 
drawn up under the same neme by president Nasser for the Bgyptian 
ASU. Then continued, stage by stage, the establishment of regional 
ASU leaderships. Owing to the fact that neither the local 
authorities do not have the character of representahive authorities, 
and that regional and other local units are guverned administrated 
by military governors and Supreme Command representatives, the 
establishment of a larger net of ASU organisations suffers under 
the lack of any form of people*s committees, councils or similar. 
It cannot be stated that in the politifal life of town and country 
the ASU became a factor of political mobilization. 
While the relation of the HAAS remanents towaris ASU is negative 
( less public but still resieting ) and inspired by the party 
leadership which continues in Damascus a campaing against president 
Aref anf hie regime ( and vice versa ) , the attitude of Iraki 
communists already show sone changes reflecting a more positive 
point of view towards reality. The Arab communists, as a whole, 
particularly in Sudan, Algiers and the UAR, understand more and 
more their former mistakes in respect of the objectiv historical 
meaning of Arab national liberation movements and the possibility 
of cooperating with them towards a more progressive orientation. 
The recent consultations of Arab communist parties leaders in 
Moscow, seema to have marked a further progress in this direction, 
This, tegether with other local and international trends, might 
influence the change of attitude of at least one part of Iraki 
communists and their sympathizers of ASU. 
Of course, this will, in great measure, depend also of the evo- 
lution of the Iraki leadership. The problem of political prisoners, 
or the strong anti-commatagPattieae se some ASU leaders ( esgs 
the Director of Iraki radio and TV is one of the best known Iraki 
nagis, having worked in 1¢41 in Hitler's propaganda service in 
Berlin ) will, surely, play an important role in all Iraki efforts. 
It, partly also depends on this when the country of Euphrat and 
Tigris will be able to heal ite wounds and find new roade of inga- 
thering all #mrmes struggling and constructive forces , in the same 
manner as some Arab countries, very much inclined towards Irak,

COMMUNIQUE ON THE OCCASION OF THE VISIT TO FINLAND OF 


PRESIDENT TITO ON JUNE I. + 8. 196). 


The President of the Socialist Federel Republic of Yugo- 
slavia Josip Broz Tito and Madame Jovunka Broz and their as- 
Sociates paid an official visit to Finland on June Ist-sth,196h, 
at the invitation of the President of the Republic of Finland 
Urho Kekkonen. The invitation had been issued by President Keke 
konen during his official visit to Yugoslavia in May 1963. 


During the visit the President of the Republic of Finland 

and the President of the Sociolist Federul Republic of Yugoslavia e 
exchanged views on the international outlook and discussed means 
of further developing the relations between their two countries. 


Others psrticipsting in the talks were on the Finnish side 
Mr. Jaakko Hallama, Minister for Foreign Affairs, Mr. Olavi J. 
Mattile, Minister of Trade ond Industry, Mr. Olovi Roustila, am- 
bessador of Finland to the Socialist Federal Republic of Yugo- 
slavia, ond Mr. Max Jakobson, Director for Political Affairs at 
the Ministry for Foreign Affairs, and on the Yugoslav side Mr. 
Koca Popovic, Secretury of State for Foreign Affairs, Mr. Bogden 
Grnobrnja, Secretury-Genersl to the President, Mr. Momcilo 
Sibinovic, Ambassador of the Sociclist Federal Republic of Yugo- 
Slavia to Finlund, and Mr. Ljubo Drndic, Director of Department 
in the Secretariat of State for Foreign Affairs, 









The talks were held in an atmosphere of friendship and 
mutual understanding and confirmed the existence of a similar

approach to the basic problems of strengthening peace and inter- 
national cooperation in the world today. 


In reviewing internstion:1 development in the twelve months 
since their last meeting the Presidents noted with satisfaction 
that, in spite of the continuntion of leenl conflicts in differ- 
ent parts of the world, 2 lessening of internationsl tension had 
taken place and that efforts to inprove relations notably between 
the Soviet Union and the United States as well as mong other 
Sountries, were being continued. They resffiimed their conviction 
that o1) disputes between states should be resolved by peaceful 
means ond that constructive cooperation between states having 
different social und politics] systems was necessary for creating 


the mutuol understanding und confidence thot is essential for 
securing world pence. 


The Presidents expressed their dissppointment in the lack 
of progress in the disarmament negotistions. They agreed that 
every offort should be continued to bring ebout a gradusl re- 
duction in armuments, In this context effective prevention of a 
Spreading of nuclear weapons wis considered a speciolly urgent 
task. It wos ogreed thet pertial end colluteral disarmsment 
meusures would be helpful both in themselves ond os means of 


faciliteting the negotiations eiming ot complete and general dis- 
ormament. 


The two Presidents emphasized the central role of the 
United Nations Orgonisstion in mointsining internitional peace 
and security and promoting international cooperation. They reaf- 
firmed the determination of both countries to continue to work 


for a further strengthening of the ce: bility of the Organization 
to fulfill its functions. 





In discussing the United Notions Conference on Trade and 
Development now meeting in Geneva, the Presidents shared the view 
thot the Conference had historical significance in that it had 
focused world attention to the vitel economic problems of today, 
particularly those of the developing countries. They expressed 
their conviction that in spite of existing differences a generally

acceptable solution would be found to the question of continuing 
the important work begun by the Conference, 


The Presidents shared the view that neutral and nonaligned 
states had » vital interest in playing sn active part, within 
the United Nations and outside it, in the efforts to secure peace 
and strengthen international cooperstion. In this connection 
President Kekkonen expressed Finland ’s positive interest in the 
projected 2nd Conference of Non-sligned countries, to which the 
Finnish Government intends to assign an observer. 


In their discussion on questions concerning relations be- 
tween the two countries, the Presidents expressed their satis- 
faction in the continued development and expansion of cooperation 
between Finland and the Socisl Federal Republic of Yugoslavia 
that had taken place since their lost meeti year ago. They 
welcomed the agreement on svolishing visas in travel between the 
two countries, which has been recently concluded, as a means of 
encouraging and facilitoting contects between the Finnish and 
Yugoslov peoples. 





On economic relations it was noted that the work so for 
done had proved thet further mtialities existed for develup- 
ing trade oud economic cooper on to the benefit of both 
countrias. The competent authorities in both countries were in- 
structed to continue energetically thei= efforts to exploit these 
potentialities to the full. 
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
